districts in which leprosy is abundant, but 
fish are rare. He also points out that Cey- 
lon imports nearly 300,000 cwts. of cured fish 
per annum, and says that in such a climate 
most of this must speedily become tainted, 
yet there are no signs of leprosy, These 
and other cases are cited by Mr. Neve wha 

concludes ‘an interesting article on the sub- 
ject with the remark that, “It is generally 
felt in Indian asylums that Mr. Jonathan 
Hutchinson, acting on preconceived notions, 
has rejected as unreliable the .witnesses 
against his theory ; that there. are few local- 
ities where any modification of the fish 
theory covers all the facts, and many places 
where it is in opposition to most of: the 
facts.” In this respect it would be extromely 
interesting to hear the views of those gentle- 
men ‘who are carrying on such excellent 
work among the lepers of Canton. They 
are certainly in a position to do good service 
in the general interest in the direction 
indicated.
